French Gov't 


\Falls on Issue 


Of Algeria 


PARIS (INS)—France was 
gripped Tuesday by a virtual 


political and diplomatic stale- 


mate following the National As- 
sembly “no-confidence”. vote 
which tumbled the nation’s 23rd 
postwar government. 


Premier. Maurice Bourges- 
Maunoury, the youngest French- 
man to head a Government since 
1883, lost by. 26 votes when he 
presented his Algerian reform 
plan to the Assembly Monday 
night. 


Communists and rightist ele- 
ments turned the 
against the Premier in his plans 
to give Algeria limited home 
rule in an attempt to end the 
Nationalist rebellion which has 
been bleeding France for near- 
ly three years. 


The 279-to-253 vote lacked the 
constitutional majority needed 
to oust Bourges-Maunoury’s 
nearly four-month-old Govern- 
ment. 


But the tide of the voting sent 
the 42-year-old Premier hurry- 
ing to the Elysee Palace to sub- 
mit his resignation to President 
Rene Coty. 

Although Coty refused to ac- 
cept.the resignation “at pres- 
ent,” Bourges-Maunoury’s Gov- 
ernment will be nothing more 
than a “caretaker” until a new 
Premier and Cabinet are named 
and accepted by the Assembly. 

There are hints the Govern- 
ment crisis night extend for a 
considerable time. 

Coty summoned the presi- 
dents of the National Assembly 
and Council of the Republic 
(Senate) to a meeting Tuesday. 

Among those seen as possible 
successors to-Bourges-Maunoury 
are Jacquest Soustelle, Gaullist 
leader and former governor

Russo-Japanese negotiations 
on a trade and payments agree- 
ment, now under way. in Tokyo, 
came to a virtual conclusion yes- 
terday with appreciable pro- 
gress being made in jthe sixth 
plenary session held ct a For- 
eign Office.

j following ‘points; 


1. The agreements will does 
tinue to be applied to those con- 
tracts which will be pending at 
the time of expiration of the 
agreements. | 


2. Meetings to review how 
the agreement is being enforc- 
ed will be held from time to 
time after consultation between 
the governments of the two 
countries. 


3. The agreement be 
valid for one year. 

4. Lists of commodities trad- 
ed, to be attached to the agree- 
ment will also be valid for one 
year.. The lists will only carry 
commodities each country wants 
to export and nothing will be 
mentioned as to the goal of 
trade, either in quantity or 
value. 

The Japanese delegation was 
reportedly surprised that the §So- 
viet side had agreed to the Japa- 
nese proposal not to indicate the 
trade goal on each commodity 
on the lists. 

According to sources close to 
the Japanese delegation, not 
even an over-all goal of trade 
will be set in the agreement. 

The three points still pending 
in the agreement were: (1) in- 
spection of cargo; (2) terms of 
transportation, and (3) commer- 
cial arbitration. 

Regarding the last point, the 
Japanese delegation agreed to 
Soviet insistence that it would

The 
happy news, though not unex- 
pected, is cause for national 
rejoicing. 


“The fact that Japan within 
one year since her admission to 
the United Nations has won 
this honor is due, needless to} 
say, to the whole-hearted sup- 
port given to her candidature 
by the United States, Great 
Britain, and  African-Asian 
countries, and also by the coun- 
tries in Central and South 
Americas, West, South and 
North Europe and other areas, 
to which I wish to express our 
nation’s profound thanks. At 
the same time, I may say that

“The Soviet delegation con- 
siders this vote as open dis- 
crimination against the coun- 
tries of Eastern Europe and rec- 


ords its emphatic protest in this 
connection.” 


A Foreign Office source this 
morning warned a jubilant 
Japan that now that the world 
has shown its appreciation of 
this nation’s peaceful policies, 
Japan has to make sure that it 
does not bungle the job. 

This source started by echoing 
other statements issued this 
morning that Japan’s election 
to the Security Council was of 


great. significance and _ that 
there was cause for national re- 
joicing.

The Foreign Office source add- 
ed that “if Japan would not be 
able to. fulfill its Security Coun- 
cil. activities smoothly, there is 
a danger that the chance given 
this country to improve. its .in- 
ternational. status may instead 
lead to its deterioration—con- 
trary to..expectations.”

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)—A scientist said Tuesday medi- 
cal and dental use of radiation must be “considerably reduced” 
to permit safe peacetime development of atomic energy. 

Dr, Bentley Glass, of Johns Hopkins University, said this can 
be done “without impairing medical and dental efficiency.” 


Glass spoke at a pane! discus- 
sion-on radiation hazards at the 
58th annual meeting of the 
Ameridin Roentgen Ray Society. 


The National 
Sciences has recommended in 
the interests of genetic health 
that exposure of an individual's 
reproductive organs . through 
age 3p De limited to 10 roentgens 
above natural radiation from 
‘minerals and cosmic rays. 


The average American, Glass 
said, is now getting a 30-year 
radiation dose from medical- 
denta]. examination and treat- 
mem of about 4.6 roentgens. 
This ia nearly half the aca- 
demy’s recommended limit. 

When atomic power comes of 
age in the next decade or two 
it .will.bring with it additional 
radiation exposure, he said. 
So, Glass said, reduction of 
medicaldental radiation expo- 
sure. “will be necessary if the 
development of atomic energy 
for power and other peaceful 
purposes is to proceed without 
serious danger of exceeding a 
safe limit.” 

Dr. Edith .H. Quimby . of 
New York, moderator at the 
panel.. discussion, emphasized 
that X-rays and radioactive 
materials “are extremely valu- 
able medical tools” whose worth 
“must, never be> lost sight of in 
any consideration of their harm- 
ful effect.”

‘Agreement Violated’ 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
— Before the U.N. General As- 
sembly met Tuesday, USS. 
Press Secretary Francis W. 
Carpenter said, “The United 
States believes Japan can make 
a far greater contribution to the 
work of the Security .Council 
than Czechoslovakia. We hope 
and believe Japan will 
elected.” 

Czechoslovakia’s Josef Ullrich 
called a press conference and 
declared that one council seat 
was pledged to an Eastern 
European country by a 1946 
gentlemen’s agreement. He said 
any nation that took this seat 
away was violating the agree- 
ment and the principle of 
geographical distribution of the 
U.N. Charter. 

This agreement was reached 
in London among the big five— 
the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Britain, France and 
Nationalist China—which have 
permanent seats on the council 
It allocated the six nonperma- 
nent chairs as follows: Latin 
America 2, British Common- 
wealth 1, Middie East 1, West- 
ern Europe i, and Eastern 
Europe 1. 

A Japanese spokesman said 
the agreement did not refiect 
the composition of the U.N. to- 
day with its great increase of 
Asian-African countries. The 
United States contends that 
the agreement applied only to 
the 1946 election. 

For a while after 1946, only 
Communist “ countries were 
elected to the East-European 
seat. Then Greece and Turkey 
took turns. Finally in 1955 the 
Assembly deadlocked for 35 
ballots between Yugoslavia and 
the Philippines. ' 

As a compromise, each was 
given one year in the seat, and 
they drew lots to determine 
which would serve first. Yugo- 
Slavia occupied the post in 1955 
and the Philippines took over 
this year.

Naotake Sato, president of the 
United Nations Association of 
Japan, hailed Japan’s election 
as ample proof that this country 
has “gained in stature in the 
international society.”

Group to Pay 
Visit to India 


The Japanese iron-steel in-

Lead Content 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn. (Kyodo- 
UP)—Health and chamber of 
commerce officials Monday ask- 
ed merchants to remove im- 
ported toys from their shelves 
after tests showed dangerously 
high lead contents in the paint 
on some playthings. 

Dr. W. B. Farris, Knox County 
health director, said the toys 
Should be taken off the market 
until the dangerous Ones can 
be isolated, 

One of the difficulties in trac- 
ing the toys to their source is 
that some do not bear manu- 
facturers’ labels, Farris said, 

The Retail Merchants Associa- 
tion sent out bulletins Monday 
advising stores to remove the 
toys. At least three of the large 
department stores have already 
announced they were pulling 
back the toys, Farris said. - 

Tests made by the chemical- 
medical laboratories here show- 
ed a toy tank was covered with 
green paint containing 21.6 per 
cent lead. American standards 
require that paints containing 
more than one per cent lead 
must carry warnings against 
their use on toys or nursery 
furniture, 

Danger to Babies 

Health officials said if «babies 
chewed paint on these toys and 
if the lead reached their blood- 
streams, the result could be per- 
manent crippling — brain 
damage, for example—or death. 

Most of the toys to be tested 
are stamped “Made in Japan,” 
Farris said. But others come 
from Germany, | 

Dr. Robert F. Lash, director 
of the poison control center at 
the University of Tennessee 
Hospital, said “it is important 
to point out there is no danger 
from mere contact with ‘the 
high lead content paint. 

“The only danger—and it is 
a very’ real one—is when 
babies or small children chew 
on the toy and get the paint 
into their system.” 

Lash said tests by the chemi- 
cal-medical laboratory on four 
samples also showed a toy car 
was covered with red paint con- 
taining 144 per cent lead and a 
yellow truck held 4 per cent 
lead content, 

Farther Tests 

Samples will be taken from 
each lot and sent to the in- 
dustrial hygiene laboratory in 
Nashville for thorough testing. 
Farris said authorities here also 
were receiving help from the 
Toy Guidance Council in New 
York. 

“We should know which toys 
are dangerous within a week or 
10 days,” Farris said. The Toy 
Guidance Council has supplied 
blown-up photographs identify- 
ing toys it has found to contain 
dangerous paint. 

“This is ofie means we have 
of identifying the dangerous 
toys immediately,” Farris said, 
“since some of them do not 
bear trade names. All we can 
do is to compare the photos 
with actual toys here.” 

Local tests showed that black, 
blue and white paints on toys 
were predominantly free of lead 
dangers, but Lash said the lead 
content runs high in red, yellow 
and green paints. 

No reports of lead poisoning 
from painted toys have been 
received by health authorities 
here, Farris said. 


Foreign Office Statement 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
yesterday denied - American 
charges that.the paint used on 
Japanese toys contained a 
dangerous amount of poisonous 
lead. | ae 

Shinichi Kondo, chief of the 
Public Information and Cultur- 
al Affairs Bureau, expressed a 
firm belief that there was no 
such danger, declaring that no 
report of actual harm to in- 
fants’ health had been received 
from abroad. Last year, more 
than $50 million worth of Japa- 
nese toys were exported—$34 
million worth going to the Unit- 
ed States. — 

At any rate, he continued, he 
could not see why the Toy 
Guidance Council of the USS. 
had suddgniy made an an- 
nouncement incriminating Japa- 
nese toys. The Japanese Gov- 
ernment had yet to obtain suffi- 
cient information on what sort 
of tests the council conducted 
on Japanese toys and by what 
standards, he added.

According to the contract, the 
Japanese side will undertake the 
entire work of constructing the 
fertilizer plant. ‘It will offer 
materials and production tech- 
nique and run the plant until 
it is put on a paying basis. In 
the meantime, the Japanese will 
train Pakistan technicians for 
the plant. 

Five major Japanese heavy 
machinery makers got together 
and reached agreement to re- 
duce their bids and selected 
Kobe Steel as the prime con- 
tractor. Besides Kobe Steel, 
the five firms are Ishikawajima 
Heavy Industries, Fuji Electric 
Manufacturing, Shin  Mitsu- 
bishi’ Heavy Industries and 
Meidensha. 

Managing Director Yasunami 
of Kobe Steel is due back in 
Japan today. Officials of the 
Pakistan Industrial Develop- 
ment Corporation are scheduled 
to come to Japan Oct, 8. 


Canada Complains 


Of Linen Imports 


VICTORIA, British Columbia 
(AP)—Canadian cotton manu- 
facturers are being threatened 
by cheap linen goods being im- 
ported from abroad, says R. H. 
Crabtree, vice chairman of the 
executive council of the Cana- 
dian Chamber of Commerce. 

“Our share of the Canadian 
market has dropped to 46 per 
cent this year,” said Crabtree, 
president of the the Woods 
Manufacturing Co. of Montreal, 
Monday. 

“In 1956 we had a 52 per cent 
share of the market and be- 


tween 1929 and 1939 our aver-" 


age was 78 per cent.” 

Because of that, Crabtree said, 
Canadian cotton manufacturers 
havé appealed to the Federal 
Government to raise the tariff 
on imported textiles.
